CAPTURE OF 4 A DEVIL FISH. 

For some time past the quiet barhour of 
Payta, Peru, has bron infested with jmmenae 
numbers vf huge fish, anil speculation being 

~Tifo as to the exact classification of the mon- 
sters, Lieutenant-Commander J. J. Price, of 
the United States stéamship Zroquais, on the 
mocning of October 10, armed with-a stout 
harpoon, pulled away in tho dingy hoping to 
seapture and bring. back one in order to find 
out what particular family they belonged.to. 
When distant about one milo from, the 
Troquais he wag seen ta lean forward and let 
go thesharpoon. ‘The blow struck home and 
“Hm mediately Lhore waa seen WEreat Commotion 
in tho water, ‘The monater travelled away 
from tha’ boat, rope being immediately paid 
out, taking boat and crew along.at a terrific 
speed, This continued for about two boura, 
at times pursued and pursuers being distant 
From the ship quite six miles,. All this time 
the dingy’s cruw bad been backing water, 
~ and as there seamed to bo no bone of bring- 
‘tog tho. brute in, one of the entters, having 
an bourd uwomidshipmen armed wit b Spring. 
fields, proceeded to the scene of excitemant, 
The fish was soon quieted with cold lead and 
towed to tha Tvoynois, where it-proved to be 
& fine female apecitnen of what fisbermon 
generally call devil fish,” a cartilaginous 
fish of ‘the ray family, The outline was 
nearly an isosceles trianule, the apex at the 
tail, the altitud of the triangle or length of 
the fish being about hall the breadth from 
tip te tip of the pectoral ins, The skin was 
thi and rough, like that gf a shark, colour

darker'along the edge. Its length was 10 
feet, breadth 22 feet from tips of fins, and |, 
switighad upwards of four tons. The bead 
was slightly protuberant along tbe base of 
the trinngle, and yetracted, the mouth being 
very Inrgoand ecaveravus. The large num- 
her of these hugo fish in shallow water at 
this senson of the year leade'to the belief 
that this is their breeding season, The |, 
monster being too large to take on board, it 
was slung On the wuitvard, curefully exas 
mined, niasured, photovraphed, and Gually 
cut adrift—New York Herald Correspondent. 


NICK FOOD OF LEG BURMESE. 

The Hesh of the python is much esteamed 
by. the Kareng for food, and the gall bladder 
for medicine, All lizards of the varanidm 
family are highly valued for food, and sought 
fur in hollow trees by the aid of duga, ‘The 
Kareus steal up the trees with a noose at the 
end of a bamboo, and snaro them while 
lenping for the water, or catch them in a 
boat'heneath the tree. Tha baad is doemed 
venomoys; but the flesh of the other pirts is 
preferred to fowls, If not needed for im-, 
mediate consumption, the captivy is-rendered 
helpless by breaking some of the toes, and 
knotting tho sinews, The eggs are equally 
esteemed, The padat (Liolepia guttatus) ts 
Nerbivorons, and in bigh favour as a viand, 
The flesh of the mijyoung (Crocodilus por- 
osus), which is vary common and réaches 30 
feet in length, is in great request for food. A 
kind of turtle (Moreniaocellata) during the in- 
uudation becomesscatteredabout the country, 
and on the subsidence.of the floods, and 
during tho prassbarning in April, many are 
either caught alive, or their scorched bodies 
are found afterwards, and greatly relished by 
the people. The flosh of the soft turtles is 
generally eaten bythe Barmege, and may be 
good, though the animals are carnivorous, 
The leikpyouswon ({Chelonia virgata) is algiv 
rous, and is the “ edible turtle” of Indi 
The boatmen on the river inako'it atpractize, 
when mooring at a apot, to bunt in\.the 
neighbouring’ thickets for lizarde, ‘chame- 
> Teons, snakes, aod. similar reptiles, with 
which they flavour the invartable dish of |- 
boiled rice, Evan lizards found dead.are 
esteomed 0 great delicacy when cooked, The 
Burmese exhibit decided pecaliarities in their 
choice of comestibles. There isa sanalt kind 
of beetle which fabricates balls of clay and 
dung as 9 nidug for its progeny, about the 
sisme aize.ae tennis balla, and buries them in 
ground whera cattle are stalled. These balla 
‘nro eagerly sovght'after by the Burmese for 
the aake of the dainty grub contained withio, 
which they devour with uncomuion relisb.—
